O save fuel, transpor-

this government, thru its 
War Industries Board, has 
ordered severe restrictions 
in the use of paper by all 
trade papers and by all users 
generally. These restric- 
tions become effective ‘this 
month. They are the cause 
for certain changes which 
readers will notice in this 
issue of PETROLEUM 
N EWS, and for other 
changes which will be made 
in next week’s issue. 

The most important fact 
about these restrictions for 
readers of this paper is that 
they have been fully met by 
the publishers without cut- 
ting down by even one line 
on the amount of news mat- 
ter which appears in each 
issue. 

In brief the restrictions call 
for the use during the next 
year of only 90 per cent of 
the amount of paper on which 
the paper was published last 
year. They call for the 
publishing of the paper on as 
light a weight of paper as 
will make a readable, at- 
tractive page with type mat- 
ter and cuts.

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Why Not Do It Now? 


F personalities are left out of it, consolidating the two oil jobbers’ as- 

sociations—The Independent Oil Men’s Assocation and the American 
Petroleum League (formerly the Western Oil Jobbers)—should be a 
comparatively simple procedure. 

And personalities have been practically retired from the situation 
for several years, so there is no occasion for dragging them in again. All 
that remains to be done is for the men who are paying dues to both as- 
sociations to get together in a quiet meeting, decide on a name for a 
new organization, select a leader to be president, draft some suggestions 
for a board of directors to start it off with, adopt the dues of either one of 
the associations; then get the approval of the officers of the two or- 
ganizations and present the plan for adoption at the annual meeting ot 
the I. O. M. A. at New York next month. 

Possibly to comply with some of the technical requirements of the 
constitution, the I. O. M. A. may not be able to adopt it in place of the 
old constitution at that particular meeting, but the meeting can approve 
the plan and instruct the officers to get the necessary proxies and pro- 
ceed forthwith with the scheme. The matter can then be presented to 
the members of the American Petroleum League by a specially called 
meeting or by mail, the latter would be quicker, proxies obtained and 
the new organization put into effect. If the officers of both organiza 
tions act promptly there is no reason under the sun why the consolida- 
tion cannot be accomplished within sixty days after the New York 
meeting. The sooner the better.

Put The Cards On The Table 


HE charge of price cutting has been made against the Independent 
oil marketers of the west and the American Petroleum League's 
secretary has sent out an appeal to his members to watch their steps. 


The record doesn’t show who makes the charge but inquiry finally 
develops the information that the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana does: 
that it makes the charge but does not file it, the cautious Colonel Stew 
art, general counsel, putting the charges back in his capacious pocket 
after each exhibition thereof. It appears to be largely confidential 
information. Several people have told us about it in the greatest of con 
fidence and others have talked to us without this seal of secrecy. 


Why the secrecy? Aren’t the figures correct? Hasn’t the astute 
legal department of the Indiana company got the evidence to back up 
his charges? 

He should either make the whole matter public or hold his peace. 

With all due respect to the counsel of the Indiana company, it so 
happens that his client has frequently made such charges in the past 
and not had the evidence to back it up. When the Indiana company 
has been asked for its evidence it has told the inquirer to whom they 
were complaining to go get the evidence himself, that all they knew 
was that so-and-so was cutting the price. One group of marketers on 
one memorable occasion challenged the charge and brought on a lot 
of evidence to Chicago to prove the contrary, but despite their having a 
definite appointment with the Standard officials, the latter haven’t kept 
that appointment yet, and that was some years ago. 

Most of the Indiana company’s “evidence” has been the alibis of 
their unsuccessful salesmen, when they couldn’t bring home the order. 
Those who have attended one of Colonel Stewart’s confidential exhibi- 
tions of his last charges say that in the few minutes they have been al- 
lowed to inspect the “evidence” it seemed to consist of many pages of 
unsupported allegations and a half dozen tank wagon tickets. 

The Standard of Indiana can without difficulty get tank wagon 
tickets to support its charges. If the Independent marketers have been 
cutting prices and demoralizing conditions without cause, they deserve 
all the condemnation that public exposure would bring. If they haven't, 
then they shouldn’t be the subject of such unsupported charges.

CISCO, TEXAS, Sept. 10.—With 
about 150,000 barrels available storage 
and slightly more than 1,000,000 barrels 
of Ranger crude in stocks, Prairie man- 
aged to keep ahead of a field stream of 
16,515 barrels daily average from twen- 
ty-eight wells in August. 

When the Texas Company begins 
running oil about October Ist, the sit- 
uation will be greatly relieved, particu- 
larly since recent rains have resulted 
in greater supply from drilling than 
there has been in two years. 

The Texas & Pacific well on the J. E. 
Butler tract now is the farthest west 
producing well in the Ranger district, 
being half a mile west of the Slayden. 
The Butler well is on top of the sand 
waiting for pipe line connection, but is 
considered as good as the Slayden, 
which made 2,500 barrels initial. The 
Prairie has grades completed for six 
tanks on the Hagaman tank farm north- 
east of Ranger, and two grades are 
under construction. 

Two 55,000-barrel tanks are building 
at the first ring and one at the second 
ring. Two others are being roofed, 
and a 37,500-barrel tank is ready to 
roof. Two 55,000-barrel tanks were 
transferred to the Prairie in August, 
one by the Texas & Pacific Coal & Oil 
Company, and the other by the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company. 

August tank car shipments were 37,- 
000 barrels, 21,600 by the Magnolia to 
itself, 15,200 by the Texas Company to 
its pipe line at Cates, Texas, and 200 
barrels by the Prairie to the Standard 
of Indiana at Whiting.

Build Lake To Give 
Oil Fields Water 


By Special Correspondent. 

CISCO, TEXAS, Sept. 8.—The com 
pletion of Hagaman’s Lake, near the 
head of the Palo Pinto canyon, tw 
miles northeast of Ranger, which wa 
constructed on one corner of a 10,000 
acre ranch at a cost of approximately 
$30,000, will provide a water supply for 
the Ranger district when sufficient rain 
makes it possible to: fill xt. The lake 
has a capacity of 200,000,000 gallons. It 
was constructed by M. H. Hagaman, 
owner of the ranch, upon a part of 
whose land the Prairie is constructing 
its second tank farm at Ranger. 

With the water shortage continuing 
and a number of wells shut down be- 
cause of this condition, it has been 
found impossible for the Texas & Pa- 
cific Coal & Oil Company to construct 
its contemplated water line to the 
Brazos river, forty miles northeast of 
Ranger development. An obstacle in 
the way has been a law forbidding 
pumping of water from one watershed 
to another. 

The Brazos river, within the meaning 
of the law, is a salt water stream. This 
interpretation of the situation was 
brought about years ago as a result of 
the arrest of a number of Texans on a 
charge of seining for fish. The tech- 
nicalities of the law were taken advan- 
tage of by a shrewd lawyer, who won 
the freedom of his client after a hard 
court fight in which the Brazos was 
thus designated by decision. The fact 
that the Brazos was held to be a salt
